The coroner’s jury returned two verdicts, 
A majortly wanted to exonerate Whitlock, 
while a minority wanted him held for murder 
in the first degree. © Whitlock was held on the 
minority verdict, and bond was refused. 

He has been in jail ever since. 

The case is interesting beyond the common 
run of murder cases. The evidence differs 
irreconcilably, and the best legal talent is in- 
terested on both sides. The general impres- 
sion prevails that the case is apt to result in a 
mistrial.

Mr. Perino Brown is well remembered in 
Atlanta as the ee of the Citizens 
Bank of Georgt: 

Ho is involved ‘in a civil suljmbefore Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke, and the manner of his 
béing involved brings up legal technicalities 
contributing to the interest of the suit. 

The case, in brief, is this: 

Councilman J. S. McLendon obtained a 
judgment against Mr. Brown some time ago 
and through his attornees, W. J. & J. R. Al- 
bert, served a garnishment on Mr. Brown 
January 3ist, 1888.

A motion was made to strike this 
on the pode that it was filed too late, and in 
this shape the case is still pending. 

But the most interesting feature was de- 
veloped by a traverse of the answer. Governor 
Brown’s answer states thatthe road was in- 
debted to Mr. Perino Brown $av. 

Lhe pay roll shows this. 

It also shows that Mr. Perino Brown’s name 
is missing from the payroll from and after the 
pay day following: the service of the garnish- 
ment. 

But, as a matterof fact, Mr. Brown has 
never ceased to perform thg duties of record- 
ing clerk at Chattanooga. 

Further examination of the pay-roll shows 
that the name of W. H. Patterson was credit- 
edas being shipping clerk at Chattanooga 
after the date of the service referred to, and 
at the same salary Mr. Perino Brown had pre- 
viously received.

A comical scene was witnessed at the county 
jail yesterday. 

It was all about the report of Dr. Chapman 
concerning the presence of vermin in the cells. 

The prisoners have taken quite a lively in- 

terest in the discussion going on out- 
side, and they were indignant at the 
charge that the average prisoner was 
“lousy.”’ They discussed the matter in 
all its bearings, and the discussion led 
them to suspect a certain|[negro of having fur- 
nished the information, and evidence, upon 
which the charge was based. The darkey in 
question is notoriously filthy, and his appear- 
ance went against him. He was formally tried 
and convicted, and sentenced to be “‘scrub- 
bed.”’ 
Ten or twelve brawny negroes seized and 
stripped him. He wasthen carried into one 
of the cells and placed under a fau- 
cet. .Threa or four darkies armed them- 
selves with soap and as many more 
with brick bats, and the ‘‘scrubbing’’ began in 
earnest. It lasted about an hour. As one 
detail of “scrubbers’’ was exhausted another 
detail would take their places, and the scrub- 
bers were merciless. 

Finally the ‘lousy’? man was given a clean 
blanket. He was also given a cell by himself 
with instructions to ‘‘stay dar.’’ 

The scrubbing must have been a strange ex 
perience, and his after condition of cleanli 
ness must have been stranger still to him. 
There are patches on his head where the wool 
was rubbed off, and there was no preference of 
parts in that scrubbing. 

“Didn't it hurt him?’ one of the prisoners 
was asked last evening. 

‘Spec’ it did,”’ he answered. 

“What did you do it for?” 

‘Dat ole nigger got lice on ’im, dat’s why.

FRANK H, 
NICHOLS, OF ATLANTA, 


A Case Before Ordinary Calhoun That Reads Like 
the Cases in Novels-—The Son ofa Woman 
Abandoned Forty Years Ago. : 

The most interesting case ever in the ordi 
nary’s court of Fulton county came up yester- 
day morning before Judge Calhoun. 

A man from Detroit, Mich., comes like a 
ghost and claims his share of a Georgia estate. 

He is the son of a woman deserted in 1850, 
and aceording to his own story ho nover saw 
the face of his father. 

THE FIRST OF IT. 

On the 10th of March, 1850, Sarah Boyd was 
married to Frank HH. Nichols at Aurora, Erie 
county, N. Y. 

Mr. Nichols lived with his wife threo days 
and then deserted her. 

Three months from the date of the marriage 
a child was born to Mrs. Nichols. That 
child was Arthur E. Nichols, the Michigan 
man who poses as the ghost in the case. 

The moth or is living now in Eno county, 
New York. 

THE GEORGIA MARRIAGE. 

About thirty years ago Frank H. Nichols 
married Minerva Jane Rogers in Forsyth 
county, Georgia, 

Dr. Nichols was a hardworking and success- 
ful man in his profession, and in addition to 
income from this source was for a long 

time postmaster at Cumming, Georgia. 


For years and years he was a leading man 


there, popular, influential and respected, Lle 
lived in Forsyth county thirty yoars. 

Four children, all living today, were born to 
the Georgia wife. 

COMES TO ATLANTA. 

Dr. Nichols came to Atlanta about three 
years ago. Ife gave up his practice of medi- 
cine and lived quietly on his income from real 
estate here and in Forsyth county. 

Ile seems to have become well known here. 
His wife and his children came to Atlanta 
with him, The children are Frank D., Charles 
I{,, Hattie Jane and Bessie May. 

HOUNDED DOWN, 

Several years before Dr. Nichols’s death tho 
New York wife learned of his whereabouts, 
and directly and indirectly she and her son 
were a source of great trouble to the old man. 


Neither of them ever came to Atlanta, or t» 


Georgia, but the evidence yesterday showed a 
pers eo shadowing and hounding down. 

Dr. Nichols’s intimate friends here knew 
that in his early life he had had some 
“trouble with a woman’’-—that’s the way he 
referred to it—and in some way it became un, 
derstood that the doctor had a natural son in 
New York. 

THE WILL. 

In January, 1885, Dr. Nichols made his will. 
IIe gave to Minerva Jane Nichols, his wife, 
all his property, to be and remain hers until 
her death or marriage. At her death or 
marriage the property was to be sold and 
divided amongst the four children of the Geor- 
gia wife. 

No reference whatever was made to the 
woman and son in New York 

The tstate is valued at from 
220,000, 

Dr, Nichols died in Atlanta 
March, 1887. 

The will was admitted to probate in solemn 
form April 4th, 1887. 

THE FIRST SON’S CLAIM, 

Arthur E. Nichols, the son of the New York 
wife, claims that he is the oldest and only 
legitimate child of the late Frank H. Nichols, 

He goes on to tell the story of the marriage 
in 1850, and the sudsequent desertion. 

He states further that Dr, Nichols 
never obtained a divorce from 
the New York wife, and that the second mar- 
riage was illegal. 

He accounts for the way ho and his mother 
were treated by supposing that his father had 
lost sight of them, and supposed both dead, 
He then proceeded, in loon! terms, to claim 
that he was an heir at law, and to ask for an 
a setting aside the order probating the 
will,

THE DECISION. 

Tne case consumed almost the entire day in 
the ordinary’s office. lt was ably argued on 
both sides.

He held that atthe time of his death Dr, 
Nichols knew of the existence of the woman 
and child and evidently did not intend to pro- 
vide for them, and that the reasons set forth 
would not warrant the issuing of the order 
prayed for.
